RELIGiOUS NOTES. 


Dean Brapirey has made arrangements to 
place the bust of Longfellow in Westminster Abbey 
between the tombs of Dryden and Chancer. 

A Monrrea. clergyman was too ill to preac 
on Sunday, but he wrote a sermon, and by the use 
ofa telephone heard it delivered in his church by 
another preacher, as he lay on his sick-bed in his 
cham ber. 

Tue St. Vincent de Paul society, which 
celebrated its semi-centennial itast Sunday, was 
founded in 1833 by Frederick Ozanam and six fel- 
low students at the Sorbonne in Paris. Now ii is 
one of the most extensive charitable societies in the 
world. 

Ivan N, Marrincuerr, a Bulgarian who has 
studied three years at Oberlin, two in Yale theo- 
logical seminary, andtwoin New York medica] 
college, bas been ordained tothe congregational 
ministry at New Haven. He will sail for nome in 
June, and hopes to organize a church at the city of 
sophia. 

A PHILADELPHIA Quaker declared absurd 
the statement of a New York paper, that Quaker- 
ism isin its decline. The society in Philadelphia, 
he says, isas strong numerically as ever, and in a 
healthy financial vondition. There areseven meet- 
ing houses iu the city and vicinity, which are reg- 
ularly and largely attended by young people, who, 
through want of understanding. may lack the zeal 
of theirelders, but a tendency among them to 
withdraw from - membership has not been observed. 
AT arecent meeting of British radicals in 
L5ndon, the speakers denounced established church 
very bitterly. John Bright was the most denuncia 
tive, and Spurgeon wrote a letter approving of the 
agitation for disestablishment. It was stated that, 
outof the population of 36,00u,000 in the united 
kingdom, only one-third are in the communion of 
the church of Engiaud, which has accommodations 


barely sufficient for half that number. Such facts 
were heid to prove that it is no longer the national 
church The dissenters: greatly outuumber the 
churchmen; and while the rate sysiem has been 
abolished, the dissenters claim that the established 
flatly opposed to needed reforms. Church 
livings are still bought and sold, and the patronage 
of the higher clergy is enormous. The two arch. 
bishops of New York and Cauterbury and the two 
bishops of London and Durham are paid salaries by 
the state argregating $220,000: the bishop of Ely gets 
$35,000 a year and:the bishop of Winchester $37,000, 
while eight other bishops gets $25,000 each. some 
churches in London, with incomes of $10,000 or 
et ar have congregations never exceeding twenty

LATE WAR RECALLED. 


THE 


The Songs the Confed-rate Soldiers Used to Sing— 
“Maryland, My Maryland”~-Some Forgotten 
Ditties of the Barly Years of the War— 
Humor, ,Pathnos and Patriotism. 


From the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette. 

A discussion of the once famous rebel war 
song of ‘Maryland, My Maryland,’ has re- 
vived interest in the songs that thrilled the 
hearts of both northern and southern soldiers 
afthey wert forth to the siege and battle, 
The song referred to above was written by 
James R. Randall, now, we believe, one of the 
editers of the Augusta Chronicle, and bears 
date of 
There are no such lines in it as these: 


The tyrant’ heel is on thy neck, 
Maryland, my Maryland, 


The first verse is as follows: 


“The despot’s heel ison thy shore, 
Maryland! 
His torch is at thy temple door, 
Maryland! 
Avenge thy patriotic gore 
That flecked the streets of Baltimore, 
And be the battie queen of yore, 
Maryland! My Maryland! 
Maryland at that time trembled in the bal- 
ance between loyalty to the union and seces- 
sion, and this song was intended to fire the 
hearts of the people, and win them over to 
the side of Virginia, which had just cast her 
fortunes with the new confederacy. It imme- 
diately became popular, and was ung in 
every rebel camp from the Potomac to the 
Mississippi, but Maryland remained steadiast 
to the union, despite this powerful appeal. _ 
The lyric quality of the southern son» wri- 
ters during the war was conspicuous, Their 
songs were animated by the intensest lacal 
patriotism, and breathed the fiercest spirit of 
war. 
Albert Pike, who was once thought to be 
the coming great American poet, Wrote asong 
quite as popular as ‘‘My Maryland,” and 
adapted to tie tune of “Dixie.’’ The epening 
verse is stirring envugh: 
Southrons, hear your couritry call you? 
Up! lest worse than death beiall you! 
Toarms! Toarms! To arms, in Dixic! 
Lo! all the beacon fires are lighted, 
Let ail hearts be now united. 
Toarms! Toarms! ‘1oarms,in Dixie! 
Advauce the flg of Dixie! 
Hurrah! hurrah! 
For Dixie's land we take our stand, 
And live and die for Dixie. 
To arms! To arm! 
And conquer peace for Dixie! 
Toarms! ioarms! 
And conquer peace fur Dixie! 


The battle of Manassas, or Bull Run, as it 
was known at the north, called out many stir- 
ring poems, calculated to renew the courage 
he southern people, and fire them to re 
hoewed exertion for 1ndepernaence, 

Among ihe niost graphic of these, and with 
acertain gtim huimvorinit, was one entitled 
“Fhght of Doodles.” <A few samp ic verses 
musi suflice:

“The Bonnie Biue Flag’? was one of the 
most singabile lyrics of the war, and was im: 


mens Jy popular, even in thenerth, by reason 
of its beautiful air. Icttells how when ‘‘our 
rights were threatened,’ the ery arose for the 
Bonnie Blue Flag ‘‘that bears a single star;" 
anu recites the secession of state after state, 
and concludes as follows: 


Then cheer, boys, cheer; raise the joyous shout, 
For Kansas and North Carolina uow have both 
gone out; 
And let another rousing cheer for Tennessee be 
given, 
The siugle star of the Bonnie Blue Flag has grown 
to be eleven. 
This fixes the date of this song. It was 
written after thesecession of the eleven states 
had been completed, and before there had 
been much figoting. 
Later on, when the Congress and Cumber- 
iand had been’sunk by the rebel iron-clad, 
Manassas, a poem appeared entitled ‘The 
Turtie,”’ which, although highly humorous, 
did not have large circulation in the nortn, 
whose people failed to see any huwor in the 
performance of a vessel that threatened the 


entire American navy with des ;uction. At 
this distance of time, however, ic will be ap- 
preciated, and as it is most likcly new to the 
majority of our readers, we reyeoduce it en- 


tire:

The citizens have done every 
thingin their power to relieve those in need of 
help andail are nowecomfortable. Mayor Bowman 
is receiving telegrams from various surrounding 
cities asking ifaid is needed, and has oe that 
Council Biaffs,will beable to take care of the suf- 
fering without assistance. Every citizen is doing his 
whole duty, both fimancially and by personal 
exertions. ¢

The autnority of the marine hospital service is de- 
rived from the general law defining its functions. 

Postmaster General Gresham today issued the 
following order: Postmasters at first and second- 
class offices will hereafter give their persona! atten- 
tion to the business of their office, and not absent 
themselves therefrom without authority granted 
upou written application to this department. A 
violation of this order will be dé®@med sufficient 
cause for removal.

A Rustic Coupie in Ssarea of Honeymoon and Adven- 
ture—An Batrance Into a Musoum-—Staadiog 
Around in 6 Cirole—Payiog for tho Blood 
Test—An Exit Oat of «» Hard Piace.

New York, May 31.—The town has been thronged 
from the country every day since the opening of 
the Brooklyn bridge. After spending one of his 
ceuts in toll for crossing that structure, the rustic 
usually has ninety-nine or so left, and with these 
he is likely to wander into Chatham strect and the 
Bowery for adventure. If he morelly passes by 
those resorts which, by alluringly painted pictures 
of the women who will serve him viciously with 
beer if he should enter, his conscience will not ob- 
ject to his spending ten cents for admission to one 
of the numerous museums. If he had goneintoa 
concert saloon, the expectations raised by the out- 
side pictorial promises would have been far from 
realized, and he might have readily imagined that 
it was a museum, since the waitresses more nearly 
correspond with the street front displays of fat, lean 
and other curieus persons than with those of the 
young, comely and gracious creatures so bewitch- 
ingly overdrawn. } 
I followed a manifesily rural young coupleintoa 
dime museum, direetly opposite the Old Bowery 
theater (which is now the Thalia) and alongside the 
Windsor. The whole front of the building wes 
covered with pictures of more outlandish persons 
than Barnum ever disvovered, or even dreamed of; 
but the originals had probably gone out to look at 
the bridge, for they were notin at this time. The 
room ran back darkly and dingily to a small stage, 
in front of which were a dozen rows of old chairs. 
Midway were two platforms, at the sides of the 
apartment. On one sat a giant, posed on a very 
high chair and wearing an extremely tall bearskin 
cap. Standing bareheaded in his stocking feet, be 
might possibly have been an inch or two more -thap 
six feetin height.

His forehead was broad and 
high, his hair was thin and long, his complexion 
was yellowish white, and about his person and his 
clothes was a sugg stion of dank decay.

CAFFREY EXECUTED. 


The Bubbling Ferment ot Lrish Politicsa—Netices of 
Aassaasination. : 
DvueLis, Jone 2--Thomas Caffrex, the fourth of 
the Phoenix park murderers, was brought to the 
gallowsand hanged in Kilmainham jail, at eight 
o'clock this morning. During his farewell inter- 
view with his mother yesterday. Caffrey broke 
down completely. Thecrowd outside the prison 
this morning was very small, numbering only about 
fifty persons. Among these were the mother and 
brother of the prisoner and a woman who had been 
present at all the executions of the men convicted 
of the murder of Lord Frederick Cavendish, and 
Mr. Burke, and prayed for the condemned men. 


Caffrey was composed wheu on the scaffold. His 
death was instantaueous. Caffrey wrote a le\ter to 
his mother last evening, in which he said, ‘I hope 
you will never have cause to blush for my name, 
as I am paying the penalty of my Crime in this 
world I hope I won't have to suffer for itin the 
next.’’ 

In the examination to-day of the prisoner charged 
with participation in the Letterfrack murder con- 
spiracy the head eoustable testified that P. J. sheri- 
dan visited Galway in 1879, and tried to call a meei- 
ing and that he fled in time to avoid arrest om a 
warrant which had been issued against him.

CINCINNATI, May %1.—An Enquirer Harrodsburg 
special says: Until yesterday no newspaper repre- 
sentative has had an interview with Mrs. Phil 
Thompson, the wife of the murderer-of Walter H 
Davis. Repeated efforts were made before and 
after the femous trial, but the friends of the hus 
band prevented her from saying anything except 
the simple declaration made to a lady acquaintance 
that Walter Davis was innocent of tie crime 
charged against him. The unfortunate woman has 
been residing with her mother, Mrs. Garnet, since 
the dreadful tragedy which branded her as a dis- 
graced woman. Her mouth has been closed by 
threats, which, if not made directly to her, came to 
her ears, that if she said anything about the affair 
or endeavored to reveal any of the history of her 
unhappy _ life with Phil Thompson, old 
Phil, the father-in-law, would cut off her support 
and she would be left without a penny. Mrs. 
Thompson is very poor, but is too prond to receive 
hetp from her numerous friends, hundreds of 
whom wuld gladly assist her. She has only her 
mother to depend upon. Whether Phil Thompson, 
Sr., eve: made th threats imputed to him or not, it 
is certain the disgraced vife of his son has been 
k-ptaway from reporters,and they have been de- 
nie!.dmission to her presence A scribe came 
here yes erday with the determination to see and 
conv«re with her at all hazards. Through the pl.ins 
of friends she was induced to visit the residence of 
Mrs. Walter Davis, the widow of the young man 
who died by Phil Thompson's pistol. 

When :he correspondent called at the slain man’s 
late hi me he Was usher. d into the library, where 
were seated Mrs. Thompson, Mrs. Walter Davis, Mrs. 
Latham, sister-in-law of Mrs. Davis; and Mrs. Govy- 
ernor Robiusou, mother of the fair young widow 
It was a vitiful picture. Mrs. Davis contrasted 
strepgiy with Phil Thompson’s wife. The former 


is youngand fair. She isa typical brunette, witb a 
pair of beautiful black eyes and a sweet, innocent 
expression, which has become intensified by the 
sorrow and sufferiug of the past few weeks. Mrs. 
Thompsoa has been a very handsome woman, and 
a few traces of her once remarkable loveliness still 
remain. The most casual observer would notice 
that she has prematurely aged, and the his ory of her 
married troubles are toid in that 
care-worn countenance. The two women 
whose lives have been wrecked by 
the same‘horrible tragedy. sat in oppposite parts or 
the room, but when they addressed cach oiher it 
was in the friendliest and most sympath -\ic terms. 
Both ladies, and particular Mrs. Thompson, were 
taken unawares, and the latter seemed t» under- 
s.and that she had been entrapped by her friends, 
aud.the time had come for her to tell whut she 
knew of the distressing occurence atthe St. Clair 
hotel on the afternoon and nizht of the 28th of last 
November Yet the lady hesitated to give her ver- 
sion of ihe affair, and it was only obtained after a 
series of questions, some cf which she left 
unanswered. During the interview, which 
las ed for more than hour, Mrs. Davis and her 
mother would interject interesting points which 
had not yet been brought out. Mrs. Thompson 
said that she went with ner hnsband to Cincinnati 
ou Monday, November 27, and they stepped at the 
Burnet house. Mr. Thompson wrote a note to Jessie 
Buckner, requesting her ‘o call at .the hotel, which 
she did and took supper with them. Phil ordered 
his wife’s bageage sent to the St. Clair hotel, and 


left with Jessie Buckner for her rooms at the St. 
Clair. 

“On Tuesday morning Jessie and I went shop- 
ping and met Waiter Davis Hesaid he had just 
come from Harrodsburg. Miss Buckner told bim 
where we were stopping,and invited him tocall. His 
card was seut*up abou. unch time, and when wes 
emerg: d from the diring room he walked tothe 
parlor with us. While we were there Miss Buckner 
excused herself to go down to the drug store and 
get some Apollo aris Water, and we weut up to her 
room. Was there harmin that? Walter Davis and 
I had known each other for years. His family and 
ours were on most intimate terms. We traded at 
his grocery, and whenever 1 needed any money my 
husband ulways told me to gO and 
get it of Walter Davis When Jessie 
returned I was sitting at the piano play- 
ing. Presently a card came up for her, and upon 
it wasthe némeof M. T. Th.eikeld. of Harrods- 
burg. who wanted to see Miss Buckner. The young 
woman looked atitand corntemptuously threw it 
aside with the remark: “I wish every striped 
pants galoot from Harrodsburg wouldn’t come to 
see Mi-s Buckner. [ain tired of it and won't see 
him.’ Walter Davis went dewn town With me to 
telegraph to my little daughter that 1 wouldn’t be 
home that night. He didn’t tell me there was a 
wreck on the road. My husband didn’t tell me 
when I -hould go home, but before [| left him he 
gave me some money to do my shopping. 

‘“‘We wert tothe St. Nieholas toget some oysters, 
and returned to the hotel at 5 o’clock. Iwas not 
drunk,and the story of the champagne botties is 
aninfamous lie. ihad ona dress with two small 
pockets, and where could I carry wine in them? 
Walter Davis had purchased tbree tickets for the 
theater that night—for Miss Buckner, me and him. 
self~but Jessie said she had an epgagement, and 
couldn’t go. She offered no protest xrgainst my vo- 
ing, but rather insisted upon it,and made tre sig 
nificant remark that she was a sound sleeper, 
and it might pe hard to wake her when we 
return.~d., [ arranged my ow!) toilet, and 
Walter Daviscalled forme and requested Miss 
Buckner to go with us,ashe hada ticket for her, 
but she persisted in her declination. I believe the 
theater was Robinson’s operahouse. But about 
nine o’clock I was taken ill, and we we ‘t back to 
the hotel. We tried the door of Jessie Buckner’s 
room, but could not wakeher. Mr. Javis said: 
‘There is some onein there Cometo my room and 
sit by my fire.’ The day was cela, and it had been 
snowing during the afternoon and night. I accom 
panied Mr. Davis to his appartment as 


entirely innoceuntof any wrong. He _ turned 
up the gas and we chatted by the fire 
for, perhaps, an hour As God is my judge, 


Walter Davis was not guilty ofany wrong. We had 
hard work the second time to get into Jessie's 
room, but at lastshe got up and let me in. The 
story that I fell helpiess on the floorisa falsehood. 
[ took my jewely off. put it in my jewelry case, 
placed it under the plow and went to bed. Jessie 
Buckner didn’t disturb herself at all on my ac- 
count. Early the next morning I took the train 
for Harrodsburg, and chatted pleasantly witn a 
number of lady friends whom I met en route. This 
is the true story of the occurrence at the St. Clair 
hotel, and my husband killed an innocent man.’’ 

‘Do you think there was auy one in Jesssie Buck- 
ner’s room the night ofthe occurrence at the St. 
Clair, Mrs. Thompson ?"’ ‘ 

‘I most Abies do, and I know who it was, but 
I dare not reveal the name.’’ 

Mrs, Thompson spoke iu the kindest terms of 
Phil thompson, Sr.,and his wife, whom she said 
had ever treated her kindly,and always ssid they 
didn’t believe her guilty. Jessie Bucknerand John 
Thompson she declared were the authors of the 
trouble ‘I feel sorry for Phil. I didn’t want him 
punished, but I desired tha: my fair name should 
not be sullied und an innocent man held guilty of 
a heinous crime.’’ The unfortunate lady spoke in 
touching terms of ber children, and particularly 
her daughter Mattie, in schoo] at Washington cily 


She showed the reporter a letter from 
Mattie dated May 27, in which she 
told her mamma to write often, ms she 


loved her so dearly and was so anxious to see her 
ain.

During the conversation Mrs. Davis sat with her 
face buried in her bands, but would occasionally 
make some remark or Offer a werdin defense of 
her departed husband The newspaper man at 
last took his departure, and the ladies were left to 
carry onthe ommipresent topic of conversation 
among them. 

The fairsex in Harrodsburg, alm ost without ex- 
ception, side with Mrs. Thompson, and not one of 
them can be convinced that she was guity of adul 
tery with Walter Davie. Publi interest in the great 
tragedy, although more than two weeks have 
elapsed since the end of the trial, which resulted in 
Phil. Thompson's acquittal, has note ased f the 
proposed suitfor damages is brought against the 
(hom pson’s the excitement will be greater than be- 
fore. The Davis faction assert thatthey don't want 
the money of the slayer of their friend and relative, 
but desire only to vindicate his innocence and show 
that he died to protect the honor of Phil. Thomp- 
son's wife.

SAVANNAH'S COTTON RECEIPTS. 

“~ A correspondent signing himself ‘‘Demo- 
critus’’ writes a communication to the Savan- 
nah Morning News, in which he takes quite 
an optimistic view of the troubles and diffi- 
culties that have recently attracted the at- 
tention of the newspapers.and the cotton ex- 
change of that city. This correspondent says 
that a port profits little from: ‘‘through’”’ 
cotton, and as it is cotton of this character 
that has been diverted to ports further north, 
Savannah has reason to console itself that 
the commerce of the city has suffered very 
little. This may be true, but why should the 
commerce ofthe city suffer at all? Through 
cotton must be handled in Savannah, and 
this handling represents the employment 
and livelihood of a very large class of la- 
borers. It means money. 

No doubt the city of Savannah is power- 
less to correct the evil which is gradually 
undermining its commerce, but it need not, 
therefore, place itself in an attitude of sub- 
miission, or even of acquiescence, The ‘‘pool’’ 
no doubt has matters all its own way just 
at present, but that fact furnishes an ex- 
cellent reason why the public sentiment of 
Savaunah should make haste to lend its 
influence tothe movement now going for- 
wardin all sections of the country which 
has for its purpose the absolute suppression 
of the tyranny and injustice of railroad 
pools by the strong arm of the law. This 
remedy is in the future, and therefore it is 
no remedy so far as the present trouble o 
Savannah is concerned. But the policy 
that deprives Savannah of any part of the 
commerce which the situation of the city 
or the enterprise of its business men de- 
mands is precisely the policy caleulated to 
hasten legislation; and that this legislation 
will come is as certain as it is necessary. 

We take the liberty of suggesting that the 
“jmportance attributed te an apparently ser- 
ious comparative decrease in receipts’’ of cot- 
ton at Savannah is not in the least exaggera- 
ted. The comparative receipts of Savannah 
ought to be larger than last season in propor- 
tion that the cotton crop is larger, and any 
decrease is important to the business inter- 
ests of Savannah. The cotton interest of that 
city is one that it ought to be jealous of, and 
any statement or argument calculated to 
reconcile the people to an unjustifiable and 


unnatura! diversion of its commerce is to be’ 


deprecated. 

“Democritus,” the correspondent upon 
whose views we have been commenting, al- 
ludes to the classification whereby it is made 
to appear that lower prices are paid in Savan- 
nah than at other ports as ‘‘another miscon- 
ception,’ and Editor Richardson, of the 
Times, declares that Savannah bas been un- 
justly libeled. The truth is, there is no mis- 
conception about it, and Savannah has not 
been libeled atall. Attention has been called 
to the fact that, owing to a difference in clas- 
sification the price of cotton in Savannah ap- 
pears to be from one-fourth to three-eights of 


a cent lower the season through than in other.

HEALTH IN BUSINESS. 

The pessiniists in business circles ha ve ceas 
ed to utter their most dismal notes. They 
no longer see a panic just ahead. These 
prophets of evil still doa good deal of grumb- 
ling, butit chiefly relates to the condition 


of the growing crops, the lateness of the sea- 


soh, and the want of moisture. Like all the 
rest of the country they are now content to 
await the outturn of the crops that are the 
measure of course of the year’s prosperity. 
These long-faced people do however maintain 
their reputation in the meanwhile by indul- 
ging in predictions of very short crops—of 
thin wheat fields in Illinois and frost-bitten 
corn in Ohio, andsickly cotton in Georgia; but 
few put much confidence in their statements, 
preferring to trust to the suns and the rains 
that a kind Providence rarely fails to send. 
it is almost ten years since we had a 
panic, and some of our ‘ugubrious 
cranks would have us believe 
that when the day in September arrives there 
will be another panic, whether the state of 
business invites itor not. Such ignorance is 
indeed very dense. We have in truth learned 
how to avoid panics. From the day that 
Guiteau shot down a president down to its 
present moment, a process of liquidation has 
been going on that renders a panic impossible. 
When the panig of 1873 came affairs were ap- 
parently ina kighly prosperous condition, and 
without warning thegreat com mercial disaster 
was precipitated upon the country. The people 
are now proof against the effects of any dis- 
aster: for no Jay Cooke can catch those 
napping who have been looking for trouble 
nearly two years, and getting ready for its 
coming. There isin fact health and conser- 
vatism in every branch of business. Even 
in the iron and steel trade there is health 
as well as duliness. The building of railroads 
has been reduced to reasonable limits, the 


| over-production of goods has been chegked; 


we are exporting more than we are bringing 
in; immigrants continue to seek our shores 
in large numbers; credits keep pace with 
real wants only,and economy prevails among 
the people. ‘Shere is business health every- 
where, and no man can find = one 
thing in the situation to justify 
predictions of gloom and disaster. If the 
crops prove to be short there will be hard 
times, but no panic; if they are abundant, 
we will see in the next twelve months a de- 
gree of healthful prosperity that is rarely re- 
alized in any vountry. — 
THE TAX ON RAW MATERIALS. 

The first step towards a just system of tax- 
ation should consist in a removal of all cus- 
tom house taxation on raw materials, It 
would be unjust to take the taxes off of man- 
ufactured articles before our manufacturers 
had the benefit of free materials. Given free 
raw materials, the mills of this country, with 
all their advantages of food, soil and climate, 
being now weil supplied with capital, experi- 
ence and improved machinery, could 
eompete with other nations for the 
trade of the world. Under tbe present pro- 
tective system our mills simply have a mo- 
nopoly of the home market, which is glutted 
whenever the demand for any kind of goods 
is lessened, as for example, the stagnation in 
the iron and steel trade, on account of the 
stoppage in railroad extensions. There is 
also a surplus just at present of woolen 


goods, There is always stagnation in seme 
line of goods, and there always will be while 
we shut ourselves out of the 
markets of the world by taxing the 
materials that enter into the first 
processes of our manufactures. “‘A tax on 
the raw  =tnaterial,”’ says a recent 


writer, ‘ acts like leaven, swelling the dough 
to abnormal size.”’ Such a tax is made the 
cover for immense fits—in other words, 
for an enormous ion that never goes into 
the treasury. 

It is thought that free raw materials and a 
tariff on manufactured goods not exceeding 
twenty-five per cent, would-be more of a pro- 
tective tariff than the present unequal and 
iirational system. Such a plan would enable 
us to enter al! other markets on even terms, 
and it would relieve ouf own people 
of taxes thai are no better in- principle 
than those levied in the far west by road 
agents. Free raw materials and a moderate 
tariff on manufactures, graded according to 
the labor required for their production, is 
what we need. Perhaps it is better stated in 
this way: make raw materials free, and then 
collect at the custom houses what the coun” 
try needs, letting the manufactures of the 
country have all the protection that would 
naturally and incidentally follow. Do away’ 
in other words, with the false forcing system 
ofthe past, with the robbery of A for the 
benefit of B,and give us instead a system 
founded on honesty, fair dealing and business 
sense. 2

What Commissioner Henderson Has to Say of Geor- 
gia’s Exhibit, end Ite Free Transportation. 

A CoNSTITUTION man found Judge J. T. Hender- 
son, Commissioner of agriculture, examining a pile 
of letters just received from General Commissioner 
V.rgil Powers: 

‘What is the news, judge!’ 

‘Here is a matter of gret interest to the people of 
the state who are interested in ady.rtising herjre- 
sources, Some weeks since Commissioner Powers was 
requested to invite the various railroads of the state 
t» make collections illustrative of the resources of 
the country, along the lines of their roads, and to 
ask them to transport free to Atlanta all contribu- 
tions made by citizens for exhibition at the New 
England manufacturers’ and mechanics’ institute, 
to be held at Boston, Massachusetts. commencing 


the first week in september next. You wil} re- 
member that the general assembly, by Joint 
resolution, directed the overaor to reeeive 
specimens of the agricultural, horticultural, miser- 
al and manufactured products, and of the ferestry 
of this state, that may be furnished him by the citi 
vens of this state for the purpose of forwarding the 
same to the exposition to be held in Bostou, Mass., 
in September, 1583. ; 
‘-Governorgstephens issued a proclamation in 
which he put this business in my hands and re- 
quested citizens to forward speeimens to me, 


“lt had no money which I felt authorized to 
use in paving freaghts on the spec- 
imens to Atlanta and hence requested 


Commissioner. Powers to aid me in securing their 
free iranspo tation to Atlanta. Commissioner 
Powers fully appreciating the benefits which would 
accrue to the state from such an illustration of her 
resou ces atonce touk the matter ia hand.’’ 

“With what results?’’ 

‘*Hege are the original replies of tne managers of 
the railroads of the state, read them.’’ 

‘*What do they say?”’ 

“Practically they all agree to ship contributions 
addressed to me free of charge.’’ 

The followiug roads offer wo transport, uncondi- 
tionally, free, viz: 

Georgia railroad, Richmand and Danville, Colum 
bus and Kome railway, Central railroad and 
branches, Gainesville, Jefferson and Southern, 
Brunswick and Western, Rome railroad, Western 
and Atlantic, and Atlanta and West Point. 

Assistant General Freight Agent J. J. Griffin, of 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia raiirvad, 
says: ‘‘We will be governed by the action of other 
roads in Georgia’’--and as the other roads have 
Offered free transportation, he will, of course, bring 
them free also. ; 

The Savannal, Florida and]Western say, ‘‘we will 
charge regular rates on all articles forwarded from 
our iine of road for exhibition. We will not, how- 
ever, collect the charges when the articles are de- 
livered but will hold the account subject to such 
action as the legislature may see fit to take.”’ 

The Marietta and North Georgia railroad com-

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THREE OF THE ALLEGED DE FOOR 
MURDEBERERS iN JAIL, 


Tho Arrest of Brown and His Iecarecration—The 
Prisvacrs Taken Before « Justice ande Trial 
Waved—A Boud for $6,000 Given by Mr, 

Nall for Hie Appesraucs at Court 


Johnson, Brown and Savinger, the three negro 
men charged with the murder of old man DeFoor 
and his wife were incarcerated in the Fulton coun- 
ty jail yesterday. Brown, whe was su pposed to be 
at large when the last issue of THE CONSTITUTION 
was made up, was captured Friday night near Ho- 
gansville, in Troup county by # Troup county of- 
ficer named Swanson, who turned him over to 
Messrs. Wylieand Hurly. Brown's arrest was a 


surprise to him and at first he gave evidence of & 
desire to resist the officers, but his arrest was effeted 
withoutany great trouble. The prisoner, guarded 
by the two Macon officials reached Atlan- 
ta yesterday morniug and was 
at onee conyeyed to the city prison where he re- 
mained until aboutnoon, when he with his two 
accumpishsed were taken before Judg+ Tanner and 
iven aprelemiuary hearing, tmmediately after 
3rown Was lo-ked up, warrants charging him, 
Johnson and Savinger wiih murder were sworn 
out and upon these warrants they were taken to 
Judge Tanner’s court. The passage of the three 
prisoners along the street created quite a sensation, 
and when their examination was began, the court 
room was packed, Each of the prisoners made a 
statement, after which they were committed to 
jail. Johnson’s original confession Was in the 
court room andto ithe adhered ina remarkable 
degree. His adherence to that confession 
yesterday was commented upon by 
those present, and it creaied the impression that 
Johnson was speaking the truth. While talking 
Johnson's eyes roved from the judge to his coufed 
erates in an uneasy manner aud trequeutly he de- 
ciared that his fear of their vengeance alone pre- 
vented an earlier confession. Lhe statement by 
which the truth of Jobusou’s talk was gauged was 
made to Chief of Po'ice Wiley May 29. It was writ- 
ten by Mr. Bridges smith, and was as follows: 
“I saw the cutting. It was done with an ax in 
his hand, coming around the house. He was staud- 
ing in the yard by the potato hili. It was John 
Brown, acolored wood cutter Cuts for Mr, Moore. 
Heis heavy built, very black, littie tailer than! am, 
eyes red. Tom Savaner is a black man, about your 
build, stutters and think hastoo.h out in front. 
Farms on Widow Dean’s place Tom held the 
maich about tenor twelve o'clock. Cutuug was 
doue while match was buruing. Toey came after 
me afteri stopped raiuing and said let’s go fishiog. 


I got up and started with them. We weat down 
ihe state road. We got down to Mr. 
DeFvor's crossing. They said !et’s go tnis 


way. Isaid what for. They said, a hole they 
wanted to tishin, and when we yot against Mr. 
DeFoor’s house all stopped John Brown says here 
is a good chance to gel some money, and I said, J 
am afraid toriskit. Tom said ali right, we will 
getit. Both said thereisno use in your pulling 
back, you Lave got togo. I said if lam compelled 
to go, I willgo, but Il will suffer a lick before I will 

give one. I said | would goin the yard but if you | 


attempt murder I- am going to run, and 
they picked the kitchen door open, 
and as chey got the door open both 


slipped off their shoes,and in they went in the room 
where the old folks weresleeping. All three went 
in the room4ogether. The oid tolks were sieepiug 
John Brown.cut them with an ax—cut their 
throats. Tom struck the match, and-then the cut- 
ting wastione. After the cutting was doue we weut 
to the front door and listened, and theu come back 
aud litthe lamp. When they lit the lamp and 
picked up the pitcher taat had the money iu it, and 
brought it outdoors, I sawthepitcner. Taney hud 
itin the yard. I was at the fence, They set it 
down, one on oue side the pitch- 
er, and one on the other side. 
I was outside the yard. I ‘saw nothing more of 
them in three days. Iwas living at the railroad 
shanties, working by the day. When I saw brown 
I met him on the railroad, and he said to me: 
‘What did you run for?’ and then said, ‘Ll will get 
you yet.’ I vever met Brown atiy more until the 
Gay before I left Atlanta. Hestaiad, ‘Il will pay you 
a visit some night unbeknowing to you, t am not 
satisfied with you.’ Ithen left Atlauta,”’ 

Savinger, in his statement to the’ court, denied 
being a party to the crime, and alleged that he 
never saw Johnson until brought face to face with 
him in the Atlanta calaboose. He had but little to 
say and said that little in an incoherent way. 

Brown, like Savinger, declared that he haa never 
seen Johnson, and thathe had had but litte ac- 
quaintanee wtth Savinger. He protesied agaiusi 
the charge, but his off-hand, coolstyle of talaing 
created anything buta favorable impres:ion in his 
behalf. 

As the three prisoners marched out of the court 
room en route to jail they passed through a large 
crowd of citizens, whosé beli2f as to the innocenve 


and guilt of the three men was _ based 
upon their statement alone and was equally 
divided. Onthe way tojail Johuson begged the 


officers to give him a sederate cell and when the 
men were inside the jail they Were given &@ separate 
apartments. 

mows: the third one of the trio is deciledly the 
most villainousl oking darkey of thelot, He is 
tall. jet black, and has a mouth so large that it 
amounts almost to deformity. He takes his arrest 
coolly and saysJohnson’s entire story is a ialsehood. 
As he walked along, hisarms swiuging back and 
forth and his feet measuring along step, his great 
strength and power were apparentata glance. He 
claims to be a member of the church and says he 
never saw the murdered people in bis life. 

The officers who are handling the case assert that 
they haveall the evidence they want. They will 
not base their prosecution upon the confession of 
Johnson and the contradicting denials ot Brown 
aud Savinger, but will adduce evidence direct and 
circumstantial of a powerlfu: character. Tney de 
\clare that they are not working a doubtful case, 
and that they are willing to rest their reputation as 
officers upon the result. 

Messrs. Wiley and Hurly left for Macon yesterday 
evening ‘They were both tired and worn out and 
will hail to-day’s rest wiih pleasure. They are cou- 
fident that they have the right men. A COoONSTITU- 
TION representative asked Captain Wily: , 

‘Do you feel certaiu of aconviction?”’ 

‘No, Idon’t,’ was the response. 

“Why is that? I thought you had the right 
men ?’’ 

‘So wehave. Bat 
there will be such au influ- 
ence brought to bear in the 
negroes’ behalf that a conviction will be hard to 
secure.”’
